ly, joyfullp, and unanimouſiy acknowledge and P2oclaim, That immediately 
upon the Deceale of our late Soveraign Loꝛd King Charls the Imperial Crown 
ofthe Realm of England, andof ail the Kingdoms, Domintons, and Rights be- 
longing to the ſame, did by inherent Birthright, and Lawful and undoubted 
Succeſſion, Deſcend and come toHis molt 'Excellent Majeſty, CHARLS the 
Second, as being Lineally, Juſtly, and Lawfully next Heir of the Blood-Ropal 
of this Realm; and that by the Goodneſs and Pꝛovidence of Almighty God, He 
is of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, the moſt Potent, mighty, and undoubt⸗ 
ed King: And thereunto We moſt humb v an faithfully do Submit and Ob⸗ 
lige Our Delves, Our Deirs, and Poſterities [02 Ever. :
